Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 18.—Tec thou- 


sand people massacred, hundreds of 
homes desuoyed by the torch, an en- 
tire city wiped out of existence by the 
Turks, is the latest report to reach 
this city from Monastir. 


The reported massacre comes from 


sources admitting 
of little 
doubt, 


though the details are lacking. It was 
received with the gravest concern by 
the officials here. The populaiion of 
Kastoria numbers about 10,000; and 
the massacre of such a number in one 
place, if the report be true, exceeds 
anything which has yet occurred in 
Macedonia. At the present critical 
moment, when popular feeling is in- 
tense, the effect of the report of such 
stupendous slaughter may be most 
serious. 


The press is assuming a bellicose 


tone. Tire Dnevik complains that the 
government's partial mobilization of 
three divisions is utterly inadequate, 


ana urgc-s me in.mediaie mooluxation 
of the whole Bulgarian army, pointing 
out that the experience of other na- 
tions, France, the United States and 
Austria, hasv proved that it is always 
necessary to display strength when 
dealing with -Turkey. The paper ad- 
vises the government tovact now, "at'a 
favorable moment, when the people ot 
Europe are evidencing encouragement 
of Bulgaria." 


The government, while steadily pro- 


ceeding with the partial mobilization 
plans, is [endeavoring to avoid unnec- 
essarily exciting the people, and con- 
sequently has resolved not to mobil- 
ize any part of the Sofia garrison. The 
war office has recalled the Bulgarian 
officers who were studying In the mil- 
itary schools of Russia, France. Aus- 
tria and Itaiy.
